I am writing to express my opposition to the FDA’s new proposed rule and guidance on genetically
engineered (GE) foods.

¢ All GE foods and food ingredients should be labeled so I am informed and have a choice;

¢ GE foods should not be assumed to be safe and should be subject to mandatory pre-market safety
testing; and, '

¢ There should be a moratorium on GE foods until long-term studies show they are safe for human
health and the environment.

The FDA does not allow drugs to enter the marketplace untested; why let GE foods enter the marketplace

untested? In this matter, I feel the FDA is seriously delinquent in its legal responsibility to protect public
health from new and untested products.
